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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: There is a period at the end 
of line 8 in the middle of claim 1 that needs to be removed. A claim is to be only one sentence. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. R 7 is defined but where R 7 is cannot be determined. Thus, claim 14 is indefinite. 
Further in lines 5-6 of claim 14, R 9 is defined as "a substituent selected from the groups shown 
below". Since no clear "below" groups are set forth, it is unclear if only the alkyl group, having 
from 1-to 8 carbon atoms, the hydrocarbon group having not more than 12 carbon atoms and "an 
aromatic hydrocarbon group which may has a substituent" and "a dialkylmethylene group having 
not more than 12 carbon atoms" are the groups below as they are the only "groups" listed below 
or are the chemical structures below in claim 14 the "groups" below being referenced. Claim 14 
is indefinite because there is no clear understanding what groups below for defining R9 



encompass. 
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5. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 13 references a Z 1 " but shows no such variable in the structure. Thus, 
reference to it being unnecessary sometimes is confusing. 

6. Claims 1-12 and 15-17 would be allowed if the mid sentence period were removed from 
claim 1. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kunita (US 6,476,092 Bl or EP 1 091 247 A2) teach the use of the instant formula (I) 
compounds in lithographic plates imageable with infrared radiation for the reaons of storage 
stability. The use of these compounds in microcapsules is taught in col. 134 in the US and on 
page 13 of the EP document. There is no teaching of using the microcapsules in a lithographic 
printing plate. Kunita (US paragraph 0014) teach the presence of a substituted alpha position 
heteroatom or halogen atom aides in reducing the polymerization inhibition by oxygen being 
greatly reduced. Since Kunita has a separate inventive entity than that of the instant application, 
it is applicable prior art. Yanaka et al (2001/0046638 Al) teach similar compounds wherein XI 
would be COOH and outside the instant compounds used in microcapsules with heat absorbers 
and optionally radical initiators. In Yanaka et al see particularly diitaconates and [0024,0025, 
0032, 0035, 0057, 0058, 0077-0080].
